GENERA L MWDLETON. 

Some of the "war" correspondents of 
t ho eastern proas blame General Middle- 
ton for what they uro pleased to term the 
altiwneSH of his movements at Pish Creek 
and Batoche. One correspondent, whose 
letter appeared yesterday, states that the 
volunteers made the dual charge at Ba- 
toche in violation of orders. This may 
or may not be correct; but wu think we 
have observed in General Middleton's 
movements from the first a desire to spare 
his men — to make the lsat of casualties 
as small as possible, so that there should 
not bo "mourning in all the land." The 
general is an experienced soldier. '1'he 
troops wore green, and undergoing a 
"baptism of lire ' for the first time; and 
the general had not before handled volun- 
teers. WliPil General Middleton remark- 
ed at Fish Creek and during the first two 
days of the lighting at Batoche that he 
could not trust his troops to make a bay- 
onet charge on the rifle pits, he meant, 
no doubt, what he said. But on the 
third day, when the general, who had 
previously tested the atulT of which his 
men were made, saw them bounding for- 
ward to bayonet the hidden foe, he cried 
to one of his aides --"Let them go 
There's death or victory in that charge !" 
There were both. The charge meant 
death to the rebels and their cause and 
victory t<> the government troops. That 
the commander's plans were well con- 
ceived is shown by the sudden collapse of 
the "army'' led by Kiel, the relief of the 
beleaguered town of Prince Albert, and 
the reinforcement of Colonel Otter at 
Battleford and of General Strange at 
Kort Pitt. All tins has been accomplished 
with the least possible expenditure of life 
and limb, a circumstance that is due, in 
the main, to the caution of General Mid- 
dleton, who has aimed from the first to 
spare bis own force while dealing deadly 
blows to the rebels. The brilliant man- 
ner in which General Middleton has con- 
ducted the campaign and the humanity 
that has characterized his every move- 
ment prove that he is a commander of 
rare ability. 

THE C. i; R.S PLIGHT. 

The financial situation of the Canadian 
Pacilic Railway Co. alarms eastern busi- 
ness circles. The liabilities of the com- 
pany are very large' indeed; ami in the 
face of depressed trade and a atringont 
money market delay in legislation has 
almost paralyzed the country. When the 
session opened the company were practi- 
cally without funds. They were in des- 
perate straits and when the government 
rejected the company's tirst and second 
propositions for relief, it was feared that 
a, general collapse would taku [dace. A 
third proposition was accepted by the 
government and, it is asserted by the op- 
position press, they have advanced the. 
company five millions under the proposed 
arrangement The railway will he put 
through by fall; but there will then crop 
up the important problem to bo solved. 
>Vi]l it pay to run? There are many who 
assert that the carrying trade of Oriental 
goods will be so large as to enable the 
company to earn a dividend the tirst year. 
Wo have often expressed the opinion that 
the amount of Oriental traffic that, will 
use the road will be so insignificant as to 
scarcely enter as a factor into any calcit- 
lations the company may make; we see no 
reason to modify that opinion. What the | 
company has g,>t to depend on is local 
traffic. The lumber and fruits of British 
Columbia should find a ready market in 
the Northwest and the quantity of goods 
brought by train to British Columbia from 
Eastern Janada will always lie large; but 
the mission of the railway is to colonize 
the conutry. If it should fail to do that 
it will never pay and the stock will tall 
lower and lower until the government may 
have to foreclose their ui"itgege. The C. 
P. R. have got a graver task before them 
than some people imagine, and it is plain 
that they have not made their last de- 
mand on a government which is nothing 
if it is not generous. 

POINT EL LICE BRIDGE. 

ft is now in order for the local opposi- 
tion press to withdraw the column or two 
of impertinence which they leveled at the 
t'overnnient in the matter of the Point 
Ellice Bridge. This work fell, by tender, 
to a Han Francisco firm, whose bid was so 
much lower than i he lowest received 
from a neighborhood linn that the guv 
eminent, coukl not, with due regard for the 
public finances, decline to award it to the 
foreign company.

ENGLAND. 

London, June ;>, n p. in. — Another 
dispatch from Durham states that the lire 
in the colliery near that, pines occurred in 
the top seam of Margaret pit, the Peggy 
pit as it is known locally, that it was 
caused by explosion anil that men and 
boys at work there were killed outright.

London, June 3. — United States Min- 
ister Phelps was the principal guest lust 
evening at a banquet given to judges by 
Lord Mayor Fowler at the Mansion house. 
The lord mayor, in proposing the toast to 
the United States, stated that ho hoped 
soon to have the honor of entertaining ex- 
President Arthur. Mr. Philips, m re- 
sponding to the toast, said he had no such 
claims to the hospitalities of the United 
States to Englishmen as his predecessor, 
Mr. Lowell, 'had established, and there 
fore that the flattering reception that had 
been accorded him was all the more grati- 
fying. He ascribed the warmth id Iiik 
welcome to the natural and abiding love 
between Englishmen and Americans, 
which was fostered and constantly broad- 
ened and deepened by their great inrer- 
national intercourse. He assured his 
hearers of the pleasure with which Amer- 
icans viewed the settlement of the ques- 
tions at issue between England and Rus - 
sia, and eulogized the British judiciary, 
whose decisions were revered in the 
United States.

A U. S. CONSUL IN '1' ROUBLE. 

He Attempts to Kill the Editor 
ol a l*aper-in Brazil. 

Rio Janeiro, May 20.— The Southern 
mail has brought an explanation of the 
grounds for the arrest of Mr. Mackay, 
United States Consul at Rio Grande do 
Sul, on the 10th of April. According to 
Rio Grande papers, Mackay hud long been 
the special mark for attacks o f a carica- 
turing paper, of which a certain Thadeo 
Alves do Amoriin was the editor. Finally 
on the 12th che attack culminated 
in an attack on Mackay's mother and 
in a scandalous assertion of his own in- 
timacy with two respectable ladies. Mac- 
kay was seated m the theater on the 
evoning of in,, ttith, when Atnoriin pass- 
ed, scraped his feet on tho floor to draw 
attention, and looked at the consul in an 
insulting manner and spat loudly. Mac- 
kay jumped up, and, after some exchange 
of words, Ainorim raised a sword-stick 
and struck at Mackay, but the stick 
caught in the chandelier and broko. Mac- 
kay then drew a small revolver and ii reel 
four allots, three of which .struck, but as 
Ainorim ducked produced only superficial 
wounds Ainorim then drew a pistol and 
fired, but tho pistol was seized by a by 
slander, whose hand was severely man- 
gled by the charge. Ainorim was taken 
out to have his wounds dressed, and Mac 
kiy, accompanied by the German consul, 
proceeded to the rosidoi.ee of the police 
magistrate and surrendered himself, 
whereon he was lodged in nnartmonts of 
the stall' major, in the police barracks, 
and where next day over -100 of the chief 
inhabitants id the city went to compli- 
ment him and offer their serviced. His 
trial will take place next week. He is 
only in his twenty third year. 

A SCOTCH MINISTER GOES 
OYNBC TO KOMKL 

Intense Exeiiemeui in the free 
Cliureh Assembly. 

KniNBi Kent, May 20. - There ia a great 
sensation in church circles over the al- 
leged npostacy of the distinguished 
preacher, Dr. Adams Stuart Muir, of 
Trinity Free church, Lei til, whose appeal 
from dismissal, for "popish practices," 
waa unsuccessfully heard yesterday in tho 
general assembly of the Froo Church of 
Scotland. Dr. Muir was accused of touch- 
ing baptismal regeneration, worshipping 
(!. d in nightly prayer before a represent- 
ation of Christ on i he cross, and sanction- 
ing the sale of Ins own portrait in that 
attitude, thus indicating approval of 
popish doctrines and practices. He de- 
fended himself in an eloquent manner, 
and in concluding his appeal produced 
almost a riot among the learned body, 
when he quoted Cardinal Newman's 
hymn, " Lead Kindly Light," and taking 
an ivory crucifix from his pocket, held it 
out with his right hand, amid great sensa- 
tion in the assembly, which swelled into 
hissing and cries of "shame. ," and thou 
he added, "The time will come when I 
shall die with thin emblem of even your 
faith upon my bosom " He is now ex- 
pected to soon outer the Church of Rome.

BEECHER ON EVOLUTION. 

The Plynioutli Paster Gives his 
Idea of tlic Development ol 
the Deity. 

New York, May 2. r >. — Beecher's 
latest departure packed Plymouth 
Church, yesterday, with u curious, ea- 
qcr crowd, it being tku first of a series 
of sermons on "Evolution," as applied 
to morality and knowledge of God. Ho 
said that such knowledge is everved 
within us in elemental forms. As man 
rises step by step mentally and moral- 
ly, he begins to know God and to yearn 
for tho highest conception of him. 
Everything we realize in life of hero- 
ism, love, gentleness, forbearance and 
goodness, wo put together in our imag- 
ination and called it God. The progres- 
sive development of God and divine 
nature in the thoughts and lives of 
men is one of the most remarkable 
things indicated in Scripture. The 
method of development of God was re- 
produced in the life of every Christian. 
With graco came first the knowledge 
of God; with the knowledge of God 
came more grace and the higher con- 
ception of those moral attributes which 
were combined in God himself. When 
the question is as to moral truth, then 
the heart sits as chief justice; reason is 
merely an advocate standing before its 
bar in the court of men's intelligence. 
In regard to spiritual things, man's 
conscience, man's faith and man's en- 
thusiasm are legimitate censors, legiti- 
mate experiments and legitimate en- 
unciators of truth. Beecher greatly 
disappointed a largo number of Inger- 
soll's admirers and so-called scientists 
by stoutly asserting the impregnabili- 
ty of the Holy Scriptures against their 
assaults. He said: "The petty criti- 
cisms which pick at Cod's word are 
amazingly contemptible in the presence 
of the Orient light which rose in twi- 
light, but waxed brighter and brighter 
toward perfect day. These petty criti- 
cisms ought to be the marvel and won- 
der of men. What if there be anach- 
ronism? What if there should be mis- 
taken dates'! What if there should be 
imperfect love permitted? What if the 
lust and hurtful influences of wretched 
people and corrupt ages should still he 
found bore and then; in the Bible! They 
are but fleeting elements and have 
their use in marking tho stages of de- 
velopment by which human intelli- 
gence rose from darkness into relative 
light and conscience into relative purity 
and higher being. There are men going 
about tho country with witty olo- 
quenee, deriding the book which con- 
tains the grandest history of evil — one 
of human consciousness toward tho 
highest idea), and they have no concep- 
tion of the grandeur of its results." 
Beecher was not in favor of eliminat- 
ing any part of the Old Testament. 
Every line of it was precious and of 
transcendent importance aa being a 
portion of the history of a long period 
of religious evolution.

Its Itleaiiing--Wliat Bock Beer 
is anil liow It Dillers from Or- 
dinary Lager. 

(New York .Mail anil Express.) 

A little sign, embellished by a pic- 
ture of a goat and a young man or wo- 
man holding a glass of a foaming 
liquid which has a very familiar look, 
is to be met with at present in every 
beer saloon in the city. Thousands buy- 
it, tens of thousands drink it, but the 
number of those who know its true 
origin or meaning is comparatively few. 
According to some beer chronologists 
the origin of bock beer dates back 
hundreds of years. A youth in Flan- 
ders, it is said, made love by serenad- 
ing the object of his afl'ection with a 
fiddle. The gills refused to receive his 
attentions in consequence, and finally 
one day be was driven from the town 
and his fiddle broken over hia head. He 
sat down to brood over his misery, 
when he was accosted by a goat, who 
afterward turned out to lie the old boy 
himself in disguise. "If," said the goat, 
you will consider your soul mine at the 
end of 100 years, I will show you how 
to get even with your townspeople." 
The bargain was made, and tho secret 
of brewing this new beer was imparted 
to the desolate youth. As if by magic 
a huge brewery sprang up in the 
youth's native place. The people raved 
over the new beer, which the youth in 
his gratitude christened hock, or goat 
beer. The brewer prospered. He marri- 
ed the burgomaster's daughter and be 
came the chief man of the town. 

Fianlly the hundred years rolled by 
and Beelzebub came to claim his own. 
The brewer got him drunk, and when 
he awoke from his drunken stupor he 
left the place without taking the brew- 
er with him. Another origin claimed 
for bock beer is that before the process 
of artificial cooling was known beer 
was made only in winter. To keep it, 
it was stored in cellars. One brewer 
called bis cellar the Bock celler, and as 
his brewing became very popular it 
came to be known as bock beer--after 
the name of the cellar wherein it had 
been stored. 

Bock beer is made in the same man- 
ner lager beer is made. It difl'ers only 
in the mixing and is the first brewing. 
An excess of malt is added to make it 
Hweeter. It will not keep as long as 
lager. I t is made in January or Feb- 
ruary and kept until April or May. If 
it wore made all the year round people 
would not drink, it. It is stronger than 
ordinary lager beer. Each brewer gets 
ou.t his bock when it suits him best, 
but bis stock is usually consumed in a 
week's time. Then another brewer's 
stock couiOH in tin; market, and so on 
until the whole stock is run oil, which 
usually makes the bock season last 
ubout a month or six weeks.

Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden 
buildinc8, and the storage of hav 
and Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
ing By -Law a bo it unacted by the 
Mayor and Council of thu Corporation of 
tho Citv of Victoria as follows: 

1. Suction 2 of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting tho Eroctiirn of Wooden Build- 
ings, 1879, Amendment By-Law 188;!" \a 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof the 
following substituted : 

"2. That portion of the City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at tho northwest corner of lot 127, 
thence running easterly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Store 
street, thence easterly across Store street 
in a straight line to tho centre of Fis- 
gard street, thonco easterly along tho 
contro of Fisgard street to the centre of 
Douglas street, thence southerly along tho 
centre of Douglas street to the contro of 
Courtenay street, thence along the centre 
of Courtonuy street to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along tho northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along the shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commence- 
ment, — is hereby declared to bo within 
the Fire Limits of the said city. " 

2. No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within tho said tire lim- 
its shall bo made. 

3. No building other than with main 
walls of brick, iron or stone, and rooting 
of incombustible material, shall be erected 
or placed within the said lire limits. 

4. It shall be lawful for tho Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any officer therein named to 
pull down or remove any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
contravention of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred in pulling 
down or removing any such building shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before the Police Mag- 
istrate or any other Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the said city. 

5. In this Bylaw the word "building" 
shall not apply to any shed within the 
curtilage of another building and used 
exclusively for tho storage of fuel for con 
sumption in such other building, such 
shod not exceeding ton feet by twelve 
feet in superficial linear measure and ten 
foot in height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed erected or to be erected wholly on or 
over the wooden piles of a wharf on the 
water front; but no shed shall hereafter 
bo erected on any wharf within the said 
fire limits othor than with roofing of in- 
combustible material. - 

6. The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw permitted to bo stored or kept 
for sale or use in any building within the 
tiro limits' shall not exceed the following, 
namely : 

For every Livery or Hack Stable, 15 
tons. 

For storage or sale, 15 tons. 
For private consumption, 2 tons. 

7. Every Bylaw or portion of a Bylaw 
which is inconsistent with any provision 
of this Bylaw is hereby repealed. 

8 This Bylaw may bo cited as tho 
"Fire Limits and Wooden Building By- 
Law, 1885."

To Amend the Buildings Removal By- 
Law, 1884. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as fol'owa : 

1. Section 3 of the Buildings Removal 
By-Law, 1884, is hereby amended by 
striking out the word " Application " in 
the first lino and substituting tho word 
"applicant" therefor, and by striking out 
"86" and substituting "§10" therefor. 

2. Section 4 of tho aaid By-Law is 
hereby amondetl by striking out the 
words " one hundred " between the words

3. Section 5 of the said By-Law is 
hereby amended by striking out the words 
"any person moving "at the commence- 
ment thereof, and substituting tho words 
"every person who has obtained per- 
mission as aforesaid to remove." 

4. The said By-Law is hereby further 
amended by inserting therein '.ho follow- 
ing clause as section and by striking out 
the figure and substituting tho figure 7 
at the commencement of the section now 
numbered "6." Every permission to ro- 
move any building as aforesaid shall state 
the number of days within which such 
removal is to be effected; and every per- 
son to whom such permission shall have 
been granted who shall fail to complete 
the removal therein sanctioned within the 
time therein limited therefor shall forfeit 
and pay to tho Treasurer of the najd Cor- 
poration the sum of §10 fur each and 
ovory day or portion of a day that ho shall 
bo in default in the premises, and in 
every such case it shall he lawful fur tho 
Mayor or a majority of the Street Com- 
mittee of the Council of the said City to 
cause the building to be removed from 
any street or public thoroughfare and all 
costs and expenses attending such removal 
shall be repaid by the owner or owners of 
such building to the Treasurer of the said 
Corporation, and shall bo recoverable 
with costs in like manner as any penalty 
incurred for the broach of a By-Law. 

5. This By-Law may be cited as "The 
Buildings Removal Amendment By-Law, 
1885."
